State Prison Official Says 
Vacaville Unit All Straight 


SACRAMENTO (A Pi-A dm in- 


istrative problems at the state’s 
Vacaville Medical Facility for 
prisoners have been cleared up, 
Corrections Director W a l t e r 
Dunbar reports. 


He replied yesterday to re­ 
ports of various irregularities at 
the big facility. All irregularities 
encountered have been correct­ 
ed. and “ The staff at Vacaville 
is doing a good job,” he re­ 
marked. 
These are the reports he cited, 
and the results of his review: 


The fac ility does employ two 
workers with arrest records, but 
neither was convicted and both 
were hired in full knowledge of 
their past. Four parolees work 
at Vacaville in clerical and re­ 
search posts, but this is not un­ 
usual. 
In two cases, clinical reports 
on prisoners were c h a n g e d , 
once by the clinician who orig­ 
inally made the report and the 
other time by the staff after the 
doctor who made the report took 
another job. Dunbar said that in 
the future, any changes in such 


reports must be initialed by the 
original writer after consultation 
among other doctors. 


Dr. William Keating, the fa­ 
cility superintendent, has been 
told to make no further loans to 
employes. He earlier admitted 
to a four-year, $250.000 loan to a 
subordinate, but said all except 
$29.000 had been paid. 


The subordinate, Dr. Marvin 
R. Schafer, was accused in June 
of trying to sell drugs to in­ 
mates. and resigned. A week 
later he died during a fire while 
trying to pour gas into his car. 


Dunbar said the local district 
attorney investigated the entire 
case, but the death was found 
an accident and no Vacaville 
employes were implicated.

1964, after 
the withdrawal of a federal in­ 
dictment for the $1,222 robbery 
of the main branch of the First 
National 
Bank of San Jose, 
Calif., Jan. 16, 1964. 
Milnes quoted Woodford as 
saying: 


“I’m glad it’s over.” 
After withdrawal of the feder­ 
al indictment for the bank rob­ 
bery in San Jose, Woodford was 
accidentally set free instead of 
being returned to a California 
state prison, the FBI said. 
Three days later a federal 
warrant was issued charging 
him with unlawful 
interstate 
flight to avoid confinement for 
a robbery conviction. 
The FBI said Woodford’s ar­ 
rest record includes convictions 
for armed robbery, assault and 
burglary. 
In his hotel room, the FBI 
said it found an advertisement 
for a correspondence course on 
how to be a crime fighter.

Hair Goes Into Resting Period, 


Governed By Complex Cycles 


Hair does not grow indefinitely. It 
stops sprouting on the scalp every 
two to six years and becames a club 
or resting hair. It hides for a few 
months in its follicle and is replaced 
by a new tuft. This cycle repeats but 
is not noticed because most of the 
hairs are in the growing stage. The 
daily moult involves 20 to 75 hairs. 
VARIATIONS occur, because in the 
past some women let their hair grow 
down to the knees. This took 
at least 25 years because the 
shaft lengthens approxim ately 
one-hundreth inch per day. The

Has Chris Flipped Lid —Or Are 49ers That Good? 


MORAGA (J* - In years past, 
roof doctors would have rushed 
to Moraga upon hearing remarks 
made recently by head coach 
Jack Christiansen of the San 
Francisco 49ers. 
“ We have no problem areas," 
Christiansen has said at the 49er 
training camp at St. Mary's Col­ 
lege. 
“We're more optimistic 
than ever this year.” 
It wasn’t too long ago that 
psychotherapists with a rudi­ 
mentary knowledge of Freud 
and football would have looked 


upon such cheery declarations 
by a head coach as symptoms 
of an abnormal personality re­ 
versal. 
And considering that the 49ers 
finished 1964 seventh and last in 
the Western Conference of the 
National Football League with a 
4-10 record, one could be ex­ 
cused for suspecting that Chris­ 
tiansen has flipped his cleats. 
But this new era has spawned 
a new breed of fairly forthright 
professional coaches. The 36- 
vear-old Christiansen fits the de- 


scription of the modern mentor 
who’s placed his neatly folded 
crying towel in the attic. 
Besides, he’s got reasons for 
buoyancy. 
The 49ers last year lost eight 
key players for almost the en­ 
tire season because of injuries, 
mainly to knees. Included 
in 
the casualties were the squad's 
leading running 
backs, 
J. D. 
Smith and Don Lisbon. 
“ We’ve got all the running 
backs we need," says Christian­ 
sen, whose top rusher last year 


gained only 271 yards all season. 
Added to healthy Smith and 
Lisbon is John David Crow, the 
10th leading N FL rusher in 1964 
for the St. Louis Cardinals, who 
was acquired in a trade. 
There’s also Ken Willard, the 
No. 1 draft choice who’ll report 
late because of All Star Game 
duty in Chicago. And a host of 
others. 
“ Last year we started without 
Charley Krueger and Dan Col- 
chco," continues Christiansen, 
turning to his defensive line. 


“ Last year we had only one de­ 
fense installed by this time. This 
year, we've got four or five de­ 
fenses in.” 
No rookie or newcomer, ex­ 
cept for Crow, can crack the 
starting offensive or defensive 
squads, according to Christian­ 
sen. In fact, the coach expects 
only four to six rookies to make 
the club. There are five 49er 
rookies alone who played for the 
College All Stars, which bodes 
ill for the rookies left behind in 
Moraga.

Christiansen hardly will admit 
this year that he doesn t have 
a whole bench full of behemoths 
who can do just that every play. 


Despite this plethora of expe­ 
rienced talent, Christiansen isn t 
predicting a conference title for 
the 49ers. But he thinks they 
should s u r p r i s e Baltimore,

L O N D O N (AP) - Britain's 
Labor government came to the 
end of its first session of Parlia­ 
ment today with a record of leg­ 
islation astonishing to even its 
most zealous supporters. 
With Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson’s forces plagued by the 
smallest majority in this centu­ 
ry, the House of Commons put 
through 65 separate measures 
before adjournment until Oct. 
26. Some of the legislation rep­ 
resents minor social and eco­ 
nomic revolutions in taxation, 
race relations, capital punish­ 
ment and other fields. 
For drama and accomplish­ 
ment, the session probably will 
go down in the history books. 
Fifty-two 
of 
the 
successful 
bills were introduced by the 
government as part of its pro­ 
gram. the rest by individual 
Mi’ s. The total of 65 is two 
more than the number of bills 
passed by the last Parliament, 
when the Conservatives had a 
majority of about 100 votes. 
The opposition accused Wilson 
of overloading Parliam ent’s an­ 
tiquated procedures with a pro­ 
gram better suited to a voting 
cushion 10 times the size of his 
actual nominal majority of only 
three votes. 
Wilson, anxious to make a 
record in office, shouldered the 
complaints aside. 
The government’s most diffi­ 


cult achievement — and the 
most wearing on the House — 
was the finance bill. This pack­ 
age of tax reforms was debated 
for 211 hours on 23 days. Most of 
the sittings lasting until long 
after midnight. 
The Laborites lost only three 
times. This forced Wilson to ac­ 
cept a Conservative measure 
lowering capital gains taxes on 
mutual funds. Ironically, this 
had been suggested earlier by 
Labor's own economic advisers. 
Other major platform pledges 
enacted were a new rent law. a 
boost in old-age pensions and a 


national severance pay scheme. 
The 
monopoly 
laws 
were 
tightened, especially on newspa­ 
pers. 
A permanent commission of 
judges and lawyers was organ­ 
ized to codify Britain’s ancient, 
complicated and often conflict­ 
ing laws. 
Initement to racial violence 
was made a crime, and racial 
conciliation boards were author­ 
ized. 
The House of Commons also 
took the historic step of voting 
to abolish capital punishment 
for murder.

vors’ benefits. Disability bene­ 
fits. 
To draw any of them, you 
must apply at a Social Secu­ 
rity district office. 
You must be at least 62 year« 
old to get a retirement bene­ 
fit. But you can never draw 
your full retirement benefit un­ 
less you wait until you are least 
65 to start collecting it. 
When you apply for your re­ 
tirement benefit you should take 
along: 
1. Your Social Security card, 
or some record on which vour 
Social Security number appears. 
2. Your income-tax “ withhold­ 
ing statement” (Form W-2) for 
the previous year. (Or if you 
are self-employed, a copy of 
your 
last 
federal 
income-tax 
return). 
3. Some proof of your age. 
The best proof of age is a birth 
certificate, or a baptismal certi­ 
ficate issued shortly after birth. 


If you don’t have either, 
you may use some other docu­ 
ment to establish your age. 
such as a certified hospital 
birth record; a signed state­ 
ment from the midwife or 
doctor 
who 
attended 
your 
hirth: a marriage record show­ 
ing your age when married; a 
child’s birth certificate which 
happens to show your age; a 
family Bible; a military dis­ 
charge paper; an immigration 
or naturalization record: 
a 
passport: a vaccination rec­ 
ord; an old insurance pci icy;

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Growing Revolt 
In State Welfare 


Ex-Servicemen 


Find Civilian 
World Hard 


Russ Missile Sites 
Keep Chinese Out'

SACRAMENTO tAP^— Califor­ 
nia’s State Welfare Department 
is in the throes of a small but 
growing revolt. 
Four rural counties, claiming 
the state is usurping local con­ 
trol over the touchy issue of wel- j 
fare, are refusing to follow a de­ 
partment directive that they in­ 
crease their welfare staffs. 
And several other counties in ! 
the state's farm belt are ired 
over a state order requiring 
them to provide aid for migrant 
farm workers and their families. 
The counties are calling for 
statewide support in their fight 
a g a i n s t “ rigid, bureaucratic 
rules" and a “ blizzard” of state 
red tape they claim is burying 
local government. 
At issue are two departmental 
bulletins. 
bulletin 629 directed Califor­ 
nia^ 58 counties to increase their 
welfare staffs. Behind the direc­ 
tive was legislation that gives 
counties until July 1. 1967, to 
prdvide one welfare case work­ 
er for every 60 recipients to 
qualify for federal matching 
funds. 
Bulletin 644. put into effect on 
an emergency basis, requires 
counties to provide welfare as­ 
sistance for migrant farm work­ 
ers and their families. Previous­ 
ly, a man went off the welfare 
rolls—no matter what his earn­ 
ings or how big his family—as 
soon as he accepted a farm job. 
Solano County, on the north­ 
eastern shore of San Francisco 
Bay. led the rebellion against 
welfare staff expansion. The 
county’s supervisors refused to 
hire 12 more workers, as sug­ 
gested by the state, then cut 
out funds set aside in the budget 
for that purpose. 
The action was inspired by a 
report from the Solano County 
Taxpayers* Association, whose 
executive manager, C h a r 1 e 3 
Wood, termed the state’s wel­ 
fare operations “ a blizzard of 
paperwork.” 
In addition to asserting the 
extra aides weren’t necessary. 
Wood said countv-state welfare 


operations were so overridden 
with red tape that the county 
has to provide one report “ each 
20 minutes of every working 
day”—a total of 5,953 reports to 
the state last year alone. 
Within weeks, similar stands 
against the state directive were 
taken by El Dorado, Lassen and 
Siskiyou — large but sparsely 
populated counties farther north. 
The state claims the position 
taken by the counties may end 
up costing them money. J. M. 
Wedemeyer. director of social 
welfare, says the federal gov­ 
ernment will pay 75 per cent of 
salary costs of the larger staffs, 
but only 50 per cent if the staffs 
are kept at present size. 
The state is prepared to take 
a tough line if {he revolt lasts 
beyond the 1967 federal dead­ 
line Says W?edemeyer: 
“ We can either withhold all 
state or federal aid, or go to the 
courts to make the counties show 
cause why our directives aren’t 
followed, or take over the ad­ 
ministration of the county’s wel­ 
fare program.” 
The farm-rich counties of the 
state’s central valley are pro­ 
viding the opposition to the de­ 
partment’s order that migrant 
workers be given welfare assist­ 
ance. 
That fight is heading for a 
showdown Friday, when the de­ 
partment holds a hearing in Sac­ 
ramento on whether or not to 
extend the emergency order 
that gave welfare coverage to 
farm workers. 
With Mexican N a t i o n a l s 
barred from working in the 
fields and domestic farm labor 
in short supply, it was originally 
believed the order would help 
attract welfare workers into the 
valley for seasonal harvests. 
But the counties claim the ex­ 
tra assistance puts an over 
whelming burden on local tax 
payers, who—although the fed 
eral and state governments pick 
up some 80 per cent of the total 
welfare bill—still must pay a 
portion of the tab. 


Retiring miliary men with an 
average of 20 years in the 
armed services behind them 
often have a difficult time find­ 
ing satisfactory employment in 
the competitive civilian world. 


This is the philosophy guiding 
a cooperative program begun 
recently between the San Ra­ 
fael office of the Department of 
Employment and Hamilton Air 
Force Base on a local scale and 
between other employment of­ 
fices and military bases on a 
national scale. 


The program includes brief­ 
ing of men scheduled for re­ 
tirement on the difficulties of 
finding a job and then individual 
assistance in securing a job 
from the employment service. 


The program was prompted 
hv statistics gathered in a num­ 
ber of studies. One showed 17 
per cent of 504 officers and 21 
per cent of 1,444 enlisted men 
still 
unemployed 
six 
months 
after their retirement. 


Edwin W. Ayer, manager of 
the local Department of Em­ 
ployment office, explained that 
one of the retiring military 
man’s largest problems is ac 
cepting an “ almost inevitable” 
drop in salary in civilian life. 


“ These men have been away 
a long time,” he says, “ and 
they don’t know what types o 
jobs there are or what they pay 
An officer leaving a salary of 
$1,400 a month could possibly 
find a job at $700 a month and 
that 
would 
be doing 
pretty 
well.” 
Aver says that men stationer 
in California and planning to 
retire in the next 18 months 
“ should contact their base per­ 
sonnel officer for details about 
employment assistance.” 
Those already retired and liv 
ing in Marin County, he said 
may seek help with the loca 
employment office at 805 E 
Street, San Rafael. 


The presence of Russian mis­ 
sile sites in North Viet Nam 
is helping offset the Communist 
Chinese influence in that coun­ 
try, Surjit Singh, professor at 
San Francisco Theological Semi­ 
nary in San Anselmo and author 
of 
“ Communism, 
Christianity 
and Democracy,” said yester­ 
day. 
Singh, who recently returned 
from Oxford University in Eng- 
and where he was working on 
another book, told members of 
the San Anselmo Rotary Club 
that the Vietnamese want to con­ 
tinue the independence from 
China which they worked for. 
He said the presence of Rus­ 
sian missile sites in North Viet 
Nam gives the Russians great 
bargaining power to gain that 
country’s allegiance to the Rus­ 
sian brand of communism in­ 
stead of having its support go 
to the militant Chinese Commu­ 
nists. 
Both the Russians and the 
Vietnamese want to contain the 
nationalistic 
expansionism 
of 
Red China, he said. 
Singh, who has been on sab­ 
batical leave from the seminary, 
emphasized that the war in Viet 
Nam is not a conventional civil 
war but a fight between two 
parts of a nation which was 
divided in 1954. 
“ This is a new kind of war,” 
he declared. “ The guerilla war­ 
fare is aimed at getting control 
first of the countryside, then of 
the 
small 
South 
Vietnamese 
cities. 
“ Upon gaining control of these 
areas, the Viet Cong hopes to 
menace the lines of communi­ 
cation, food and supplies and 
force the big cities to capitu­ 
late,” he said. 
Singh explained that the world 


is no longer in the post-World 
War II era but has entered a 
new period in history. 
“ Now the smaller n a t i o n s 
have gained the capacity to in­ 
volve the bigger nations in a 
decision-making process which 
may lead to World War III,” he 
said. 
He said the rise of nationalism, 
not only among emerging Afri­ 
can nations but also in Europe 
and the Communist countries is 
another sign of the new era. 


Population On 
Death Row Down 


San Quentin Prison’s Death 
Row population today stands 
technically at 50 men, actually 
at 49, according to a statistical 
sheet released by prison authori­ 
ties. 
The prison has 50 condemned 
men in its charge, but one of 
these 
is 
temporarily 
absent, 
called as a witness in a fellow 
prisoner’s new trial. The con­ 
demned population reached its 
peak on May 18, with 55 men. 
An additional 16 condemned 
prisoners are out in court re­ 
ceiving new trials and penalty 
trials. Of the prisoners who have 
received new trials since Janu­ 
ary, 1963, 13 were once again 
given the death sentence, accord­ 
ing to the report.

Supervisors Are Correct 
In Rejecting Auto Tariff 


County supervisors this week made 
a sound decision in rejecting the auto 
license tax to finance the Marin Tran­ 
sit District. 
There is no question that some type 
of subsidy will be needed if a transit 
system (even an improved bus system) 
is to be set up in Marin County. 
However, to slap an extra 25 per 
cent tax on auto registration fees 
would have been an unfair burden on 
one category of citizens, who would 
not necessarily benefit the most from 
improved bus sen ice. 
We all recognize the fact that the 
property owner is already taxed to the 
hilt. But if anyone must be taxed in 
order to bring inter-county and intra- 
countv bus service to Marin County, 
then it would probably have to be the 
property owner. 


An improved bus service, like any 
other public improvement, would in­ 
crease the value of property in the 
county. Advertisements on homes are 
quick to point out the various assets, 
and foremost among them are proxim­ 
ity to buses, schools and shopping 
areas. 
Last November, an overwhelming 
majority of Marin voters approved the 
Marin County Transit District. At the 
same time, the voters authorized a tax 
levy of up to 5 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. However, this 5-cent rate 
alone will not be nearly enough to 


launch the proposed public bus serv­ 
ice. 
An estimated 140 to 150 buses are 
needed to give Marin adequate service. 
Purchase price of these buses would be 
about $3.8 to $4 million. 
County authorities are hoping that 
the federal government can chip in 
half, and the Golden Gate Bridge will 
come up with one-fourth. The remain­ 
ing one-fourth would amount to nearly 
a million dollars. 
This big capital outlay can never be 
paid by bus fares alone. It has always 
been recognized that some public sub­ 
sidy would be needed. 
The county supervisors have agreed 
to shop around for some other means 
of financing the bus system. 
One suggestion has been that ‘ in 
lieu” taxes that are now being collected 
be used for the bus syste i. But t ha t 
money is already being used for other 
purposes. Some other county service 
must suffer if that money is diverted to 
buses. 
Unless some other county function 
can be drastically curtailed to release 
funds for bus service, or some unex-

PEOPLE WHO drive the 
road these days may not re­ 
member what a man-killer it 
was a few years ago.

modem methods of stopping 
all traffic for chains when the 
going gets slick, and the im­ 
proved equipment operated by 
the snow crews, delays are

Truckee to Sacramento in an 
hour and a half. This was a 
Sunday afternoon, when traf­ 
fic in mid-summer used to 
make the same trip at least 
k three-hour jaunt. 
Traffic moved at a smooth 
70 to 75 miles an hour, not a 
dangerous speed for the condi­ 
tion of the highway and tie 
amount of traffic. Where once 
liours of time were wasted fol­ 
lowing huge trucks, those vehi­ 
cles kept to the right side of 
tlie highway where they be­ 
longed, and let the swifter 
traffic pass by. 
Nor were there any acci­ 
dents seen, and no hold-ups of 
traffic to wait for ambulances 
and wrecking cars to clear the 
road.

WASHINGTON UPl-It’s been 
an odd year. But the odds have 
been with President Lyndon B. 
Johnson, at home and abroad, 
and he’s played them hard. 
Johnson’s 
worst 
problem, 
Viet Nam, was inherited from 
President John F. Kennedy. 


AT HOME, thanks to the 
1964 election landslide, John­ 
son deals with a Congress 
where his Democrats far out­ 
number Republicans. 
With Kennedy it was the 
opposite. The Democrats’ nar­ 
row squeak in the 1960 elec­ 
tions gave him a Congress 
where his party’s majority was 
far less. 
So Johnson could 
get his programs through far 
easier than Kennedy could. 
But in his best day, no mat­ 
ter the kind of Congress, Ken­ 
nedy was no match for John­ 
son in endless energy and 
manipulation of the men in 
the Capitol. 
Even in racial disturbances 
Johnson has had less trouble 
than Kennedy. But Johnson in 
his public statements has ex­ 
pressed more concern for Ne­ 
groes than Kennedy or any 
president in history. 
One of the unknowns of John­ 
son’s presidency is how he w ill 
do with complicated and crit­ 
ical situations overseas, since 
he is far less experienced in 
foreign affairs than domestic 
issues. 


BUT ABROAD there have 
been no crises or complexities 
that needed his full attention, 
except for Viet Nam and the 
Dominican 
Republic, 
which 
meant he could concentrate on 
them. 
Ordinarily an American pres­ 
ident in any given year could 
expect a hatful of grief with 
foreign problems. 
Kennedy’s 
biggest individual problem was 
with Russian Premier Nikita 
Khrushchev. 
Example: 
The 
Cuban missile crisis. 
But after the treaty banning 
nuclear tests, in 1963. Khru­ 
shchev 
calmed 
down 
and 
American - Russian relations 
improved. 
Last October tlie 


Russians 
threw 
Khrushchev 
out. 
His 
successors 
are 
gray 
compared with him, quieter, 
and 
apparently 
more 
con­ 
cerned with problems in Rus­ 
sia and relations with Red 
China than the rest of the 
world, which is a big switch 
from Khrushchev. 
Johnson is having little trou­ 
ble 
there. 
And 
noisy 
Red 
China, although snarling at 
Russia and the United States 
with equal 
hostility, 
seems 
bent on keeping out of trouble 
at least until it has more nu­ 
clear capability. 
India’s Prime Minister Neh­ 
ru was a vivid figure, and 
sometimes a painful one for 
this country, but he’s dead and 
his successors, like those of 
Khrushchev 
in 
Russia, 
are 
playing in a low key. 


EXCEPT FOR some obsti­ 
nacies by French President 
Charles de Gaulle, who was a 
constant irritant to Kennedy, 
the Western alliance has been 
placid. And this year there 
have been no major explosions 
in the Arab or African worlds 
Johnson’s most critical mo­ 
ment in Viet Nam came when 
the 
guerrillas 
attacked 
an 
American base last February 
and he ordered the bombing 
of North Vietnamese targets. 
Tlie air strikes are still being 
carried out. 
This brought criticism bm 
not intense enough to weaken 
Johnson. His decisions after 
the bombing order—like send­ 
ing in more American troops 
—grave as they were, were an 
anticlimax to the bombing. 
Before there is a Vietnamese 
settlement, 
though, 
Johnson 
may face a decision far more 
critical than Kennedy encoun­ 
tered: How far to extend the 
war since it could mean a land 
war in Asia with Russia and 
Red China. 


HIS DECISION to send 
troops into the Dominican Re­ 
public may have been much 
more significant than that one 
action: It may mean he will 
act faster and tougher than 
Kennedy would in situations 
around the world.

Armed Services Preparedness 
Subcommittee is sitting on a

report 
charging 
Defense Secretary Robert S. 
McNamara’s 
“cost - paring 
economy policies have left the 
Army with shocking equipment 
and ammunition shortages.” 
The 
100 - page document, 
which is being sent to the 
White House, warns that the 
Army is ill-equipped to meet 
its world wide commitments, 
including an enlarged role in 
the Viet Nam fighting. 
The report estimates that at 
least $6 billion is needed to

losses in tlie Viet Nam war 
are now running at more than 
40 a m onth-a higher attrition 
rate than planes are being re­ 
placed from the production 
lines.” 
Chairman John Stennis, D- 
Miss., and other committee 
members are so disturbed by 
these disclosures they have 
privately informed President 
Lyndon B. Johnson that, if an 
effort to remedy this danger­ 
ous military supply situation 
isn’t begun immediately, they 
will “air tlie entire mess” in 
public hearings. 
The legislators already hava 
summoned 
McNamara, 
who 
was given a copy of the conii- 
dential document two week-» 
ago, to appear behind closed 
doors to explain the shortages 
and present his plans for end­ 
ing this arms crisis. 
The politically explosive re­ 
port is being turned over to 
the Senate Military’ Appropria­ 
tions Subcommittee for use in 
questioning McNamara when 
lie testifies this week on the 
administration's request for |2 
billion in additional defense 
funds. 


FOREIGN COM M ENTARY 
Suspicion Fosters 
Nuclear Arms Race 


By K. C. THALER 


GENEVA <UPIi—Nuclear ex­ 
perts are sounding alarm that 
the world is on the brink of a 
very rapid spread of atomic 
capability. 


THE CONSEQUENCES are 
bluntly term ed “ fearful” for 
the political and m ilitary poli­ 
cies 
of 
the 
great 
powers. 
Broadly, there is agreem ent 
between the West and Russia 
on the 
need 
to check 
the 
extrem ely dangerous nuclear 
race. But political argum ent 
and 
suspicion 
are 
blocking 
concrete action. 
The first confi ontation be­ 
tween the United States, B rit­ 
ain and Russia at the Geneva 
conference table, after a 10- 
month recess, has given little 
hope for fast—let alone effec­ 
tiv e -jo in t action toward clos­ 
ing the doors of the so-called 
nuclear club. 
E ast - West differences and 
suspicion are not the only ele­ 
m ents in this impasse. 
The 
absence of Red 
China 
and 
France, both em erging nuclear 
powers, from the Geneva ne­ 
gotiations, is giving the confer­ 
ence an air of unreality. Peking 
and P aris have served notice 
they will not consider them ­ 
selves bound by any decisions 
to lim it the nuclear race that 
might be reached here. 


EVEN WHILE the Ameri­ 


cans, 
British 
and 
Russians 
were m eeting here news reach­ 
ed them that Red China is 
readying new nuclear tests. 
Indonesia, a close follower of 
Peking, also announced she 
would test a nuclear device 
this year. 
The experts are fully agreed 
that any accord to stop the 
proliferation of nuclear weap­ 
ons must be accompanied by 
an undertaking on part of the 
non-nuclear nations not to ac­ 
quire nuclear might. 
The m ajority would happily 
underw rite such a pledge. But 
there are others less inclined 
to do so, notably those which 
consider them selves directly 
threatened by the bomb of the 
neighbors, for instance, India. 
The fearful ones want guar­ 
antees both against the threat 
from nuclear attack and from 
nuclear or other m ilitary black­ 
mail. 
W estern experts now con­ 
cede that such guarantees are 
difficult if not impossible to 
provide, short of clearly de­ 
fined com m itm ents in a mili­ 
tary alliance. 


TO MAKE SUCH nuclear 
guarantees effective and ac­ 
ceptable — especially for such 
unaligned nations as India — 
the West would have to join in 
them with Russia and no one 
in Geneva can see this happen­ 
ing in present circum stances.

by con men from Diocletian to 
Karl Marx. 
These new - fangled econo­ 
m ists. who apparently studied 
under John Law, deride your

ethics.” There’s nothing wrong, 
they say. in living beyond our 
m eans, so live it up and let 
future generations pay.

In 1923 he said, “ Television 
will come to pass in due time.” 
Sixteen years and $20 million 
later, he — then president of 
RCA — unveiled the first televi­ 
sion at the World s Fair in New 
York. 
Today 67 million television 
sets are in u m *. 
Today he watches yet another 
prophecy come true. Color tele­ 
vision has caught on, after $130 
million in research and a 10- 
vear wait before color's account
